The ground must first be thoroughly prepared by draining, if necessary, and spade or plow to the depth of 6 to 
12 inches, according to the nature of the soil, applying a liberal quantity of well decomposed manure, bonemeal or 
pulverized cow manure, the latter we recommend as being lasting in effect, not liable to burn the grass and free from 
weeds.
